Germany’s terms for Jugoslavia 
today split the Jugoslav cabinet and 
threatened to align the Serbs, 
Croats and Slovenes who comprise 
the hybrid Balkan kingdom, against 
one another, possibly opening the 
Way to another easy Nazi success. 

Some phases of the Jugoslav sit- 
uation were not clear but three Ser- 
bian members of the cabinet had of- 
fered their resignations in angry pro- 
test against a “compromise” plan 
for agreement with Germany. 

There appeared to be at least a 
possibility that this action might act 
as a spark in the explosive Jugoslav 
atmosphere. 

Fighting on the only Balkan front 
—that in Albania—slowed down as 
if waiting for the outcome of the 
diplomatic tug-of-war which has 
gone on in Jugoslavia. 

The terrific pounding which the 
German Luftwaffe now is dealing 
out to Brtish cities went on with 
Plymouth, embarkation point for the 
Pilgrims, selected as last night’s vic- 
tim. 

The Germans rained down more 
than 10,000 incendiary bombs and 
high explosives which fell at one 
tide at the rate of 12 per minute. 
The damage and casualties were 
great and today in the streets of 
Plymouth bandaged and blood-spat- 
tered men and women worked to 
clear the litter and save victims 
still buried in homes and shelters. 

The Royal Air Force concentrated 
on the German submarine base of 
Lorient during the night, giving it 
its 48th pounding. 

The Germans said that the at- 
tack on Plymouth was most success- 
ful, adding that several ships in 
the harbor were set afire. 

In Africa the Italians said Somali 
natives in northern Italian Somali- 
land had revolted against the few 
Italians left in that region.

WASHINGTON (lP}—The war de- 
partment plans construction of vast 
facilities for the storage of ammu- 
nition and critical materials requir- 
ed for an army of 1,500,000 men, it 
was disclosed today in testimony 
on a supplemental appropriation 
bill. 

Approximately $32,000,000 in cash 
and $113,237,868 in contract author- 
ity was asked to complete or begin 
construction of military supply de- 
pots. A number of construction pro- 
jects have already been started.
